then let tbe body down with a rope.

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MR. EMERY'S LETTER. 


On Monday Lewis Kmury, Jr., gave fur 


publication his letter of accoptanuo of 
tbe nomination for Governor by the Lin- 
coln and Democratic patties. Mr. Em- 
ery's communication Is written in char- 
•cteristlc vigorous fashion but contains 
no new thoughts, bat Is ruthor a reitera- 
tion of extravagant expletives in con- 
demning the system of "bossism" that 
he alleges has made tbe State the looters 
paradise. 


As far as the pledges he makes there 


•re none of value thai are not contained 
in tbe platform adopted by the Bepubli 
can State convention, which Edwin S. 
Stuart has solemnly promised to accept 
as bis guidance, if elected. 


Mr. Emery's letter is something of a 


disappointment. It is a document that 
will be forgotten in a (lay. He seams to 
have lost sight of the fact that this is 
1»OG and that tho State has freed Itself 
from the rule of corrupt organizations, 
and that a Republican Legislature has 
passed laws which practically pats the 
"boss" in politics ont of business. Mr. 
Emery evidently Is an old gentleman 
dreaming of the days when he had real 
foes to fight; he forgets that a nniform 
primary election law now makes tne dic- 
tation of candidates an impossibility; he 
is unmindful that personal legislation 
laws huve put an effectual stop to the ne- 
farious work of the ballot-box atuflers; 
and evidently he knows not that a cor- 
rupt pracotioe law opens the doors of the 
penitentiary for any irregular actions on 
the part of candidates or others who at- 
tempt to influence elections. 


These measure* have all been put upon 


the statute books by Republicans. 


Mr. Emery is fighting his stau'cl like 


many men who have been valorous in 
their younger days live in tbe past 
when old age creeps on. 


In commenting on Mr. Emery's letter 


of acceptance the Doylestown Republican 
gays: 


Candidate Emery makes another at- 


tempt to siilr op public notice and favor 
for bli campaign by his letter of accept- 
ance of th« nominations by the Lincoln- 
Ite and Democratic parties. He rehears- 
es the political stock in trade with which 
reformers nave long tougbt to curry fav- 
or. All this despite the fact that condi- 
tions have been changing wonderfully, 
that the Republican party hat beeiulree- 
Ing itself from whatever political* thral- 
dom was In evidence in times past and 
enacted reform measures that hare done 
away with political machines and placed 
within the reach of the people an ade- 
quate remedy for political ills as fast as 
they may appear. 


So well had the ground of real reform 


been covered under regular Republican 
•nsplcos, both in the way of actual ac- 
complishment through legislative and 
executive authority and in pledges of a 
continuance of the same for tbe future, 
that the best the Democratic platform 
could do was to reiterate the pledges that 
had been given in the platform aaopted 
at the Kepubllcan convention.

yoa really yourself whon yoa wrote that 
sentence, or did some Burchard write It 
for you? If tbe Christian people of Penn- 
sylvania om gulp yon down sifter that; if 
the young people's societies and the 
Young Men'a Christian Association can 
vote to pat • man at the bead of out gov- 
ernment who places tbe drink factories 
on a par with the church, the school and 
the hospital, then we miss oar gness." 


Mr. Emery's letter has not, as US' ex 


peoted it wonld, gained him any votes.—

1 he Republican convention -will in all 


probability he held cither the 3d or 
loth of September and the Democratic 
convention at about the same time, and 
although the time for the making of tbe 
nominations is but a fen weeks off, there 
is no activity among candidates. 1'he 
Republican members of the Assembly, 
uho have served their first term at Bur- 
risliBurg, will, according to custom, be 
re-nominated without opposition. Under 
the new representative re-apportionment 
bill Bucks is now entitled to but two As- 
semblymen, and as Messrs. Flack and 
Thomas have served but one term they 
will naturally be the party nominees this 
fall. 
Warren F. Oressman. of Sellers- 


ville, having served two terms in the 
Lower Bouse at Harrisburg is not a can- 
didate for re-election to that body, but 
as ihe Senatorial nomination this year, 
according to party rule, goes to the up- 
per end of the county, without any solici- 
tation upon his part it has been practi- 
cally conceded that Mr. Oressman can 
ha\e the nomination for Senator if be de- 
Biros it. It is generally recognized that 
he is the logical candidate. 
In tbe fu- 


sion campaign of 1902 when practically 
all of the Democratic ticket was elected, 
owing to the "ginger" put into the fight 
by Prank G. Edwards, of Bristol, Cress- 
muu palled out of the wreck, while his 
colleagues, Guliok and Strause:- went 
down to defeat.

There has been 
considerable talk of the nomination of 
William O. Ryan, Esq., of Doylestown. 
It is urged that Mr. Ryan's personal pop- 
ularity and liia known 
legal ability 


would Add gteat strength to tbe Republi- 
can ticket. The office of District Attor- 
ney is now on a salary basis, 'and the 
scale graduated according to population, 
pajB 13000 per year in Bucks county. 
It 


is not known that Mr. Ryan is an aspi- 
rant for the position, or would even ac- 
cept the honor. 


Whether there will be fusion between 


the Lincoln Republicans and Democrats 
on the county ticket is problematical. 
Thore will be none unions Webster Grim, 
of Doylestown, is tbe beneficiary.

there is uo legitimate excuse which will 
appeal to Repnblcana for the defeat of 
their ticket, there is no prospect of a suc- 
cessful fusion movement.

ter and probity of Lewis Emery, Jr., the 
Democratic and Lincoln parties fusion 
candidate (or Governor. 


CiiHtlo's vigorous and withering cum- 


imign against Flummer last fall in a 
great measure accomplished Mr. Berry'* 
election. It wai Oastle \vto seemed to 
have knowledge of the inside workings 
of political intrigues and the Enterprise 
bank failuie apparently justified his de- 
sertions. His attack upon Emery IB a 
great surprise, but he declares that he 
will assume the burden of proof to make 
good hie charges. ID one paragraph of 
his statement Mr. Castle says: 


Before this campaign is ended it will 


be demonstrated beyond question that ev- 
en in the matter of opposition to corpora- 
tive greed, upon which the Lincoln Re- 
publican party hopes to centra tins fight, 
their chief candidate is insincere and un- 
worthy of trust. 


I assume the burden at the proper time 


and place, of making this demonstration. 


That the arrangement has caused a 


panic among the Emery supporters is evi- 
denced by the effort to exclude it from 
the newspapers. In sucb Emery organs 
as the Philadelphia Press, the Ledger and 
the Evening Telegraph the statement 
jyns carefully "edited" and trimmed un- 
til there was none of the sting remain- 
ing. 


Mr. Castle's statement in full ia as 


follows: 


"Borne interest has been manifested in 


my views on the present political situa- 
tion.

e'eotion was so far-reaching that it de- 
manded and received the consideration of 
even the Republican politicians, 
_J 


"This is evidenced by the special ass- 


eion of the Legislature, the insurance in- 
vestigation and the present Republican 
platform and candidates, which, if they 
could be divorced from Penrose and his 
gang, might in most respects be consid- 
ered models. 


"Soou a/ter the close of last fall's cam- 


paign the question of the continuance of 
che triple alianne was the subject of nu- 
merous consultations and 
nonfereces. 


One (Infinite conclusion was reached and 
ne specific promise made in deference to 
theo high-grade citizenship which com- 
posed the fusion party, namely: only 
such candidates would be chosen who,

"Indiscussing candidates, Mr. Emery's 


name was suggested, and in answer to in- 
quiries as to the man, we were assuied by 
chose who assumed to know, that he 
was absolutely unobjectionable irom a 
moral point of view. For some unex- 
plained reason both the Lincoln and 
Democratic parties chose to ignore the 
Prohibitionists, and placed at the head

are productive of so much evil that their 
good results, if there be "any, are infin- 
itesimal, and that the mind which would 
even think to Bpeak or write of them, as 
similar at any point must be a pervert; 
this people has been taught a better defi- 
nition of drunkenness than lias the man, 
who, quite recently, was so far under the 
influence of liquor as to become boistrouR 
in a public cafe and have to be put to bed 
by his friends, and yet says that he has 
never been drunk but once and that at a 
very remote time in his life. 


"They nominated for secend place (a 


man of whom the best that can tie said 
is, that through the struggle ot last year 
he remained in inifocuous desetude, and 
now strolls forth conquering and to con- 
quer, clothed in hia father's hat and hie 
grandfather's coat. 


"They nominated for third place a in an 


who expresses in himself the best type of 
Democracy and who will receive the cor- 
dial, united support of the Prohibition 
party, as of every true lover of honesty 
and decency in Pennsylvania politics. 


'•They nominated for fourth place a re- 


presentative of the Donnelly-Ryan Demo- 
cracy of Philadelphia, which was always 
an asset ot the corrupt Republican ring 
of that city. 


"It looks as though when the clean 


Christian citizenship of this State asked 
for bread they were given a stone; when 
they asked a fish, they were given a ser- 
pent. 
It looks as though it was up to the 


church to assert herself and establish her 
right to be in a. class superior to the 
breweries. 


"Twenty minutes after my arriviul in 


Pittsburg I was ushered into a meeting 
of our Executive Committee and asked 
to assist in deciding the course of our 
party.

EDWARDS FIGHTS 


STANDARD OIL 


Bristolian Cannot Collect Fees, and has 


a Bill for Three Months Work 


to More Than 


$22,000. 


Captain Frank G. Edwards, of Bristol, 


wham Ma\or Weaver appointed oil, in- 
6pector_in Philadelphia, is in a hot 
fight, with the Standard Oil monopoly 
for tbd-«ollection of his fees and the en- 
forcement of the law. 


The Philadelphia Public Ledger of yes- 


terday gives the following account o'f tbe 
affair: 


James flay Gordon, representing Frank 


G. Edwards, oil inspector of Philadelphia 
County, went before Attorney General 
Carson yesterday and ashed, orally, for 
an order forcing the Atlantic Refining 
Company to pay tbe inspection fees for 
his inspection ot their oil. 
- They admit that they have refused to 
pay the feus in the last three months be 
cause they ranged from 17000 to $9000 
per month, and wonld aggregate $100,000 
in a year. This collection is lased on 
the law whioh gives the inspector a fee of 
seven cpntB a "package." 


SAX LAW IS OBSOLETE. 


J, W. Daniels of the Atlantic Refining 


Company and E. W. Magrill, attorney for 
the company, say that the Ian under 
which the attempt to collect these exor- 
bitant fees is made is obsolete; that Cap- 
tain Edwards and Judge Gordon know 
this. Mr. Daniels does not hestinte to 
say that Judge Gordon's attack is a poli- 
tical move. 


Tbe Attorney General told Judge Gor- 


don to red ne? bis plea to writing that the 
defense might reply to it, and fixed Aug- 
ust 14 for the date for tbe hearing wtiich 
will decide whether the State will pro- 
ceed ajfainsit the oil company as Judge 
Gordon aaks, Mr. Carson aays that the 
whole system) of fees in connection^ with 
such an oflice has proved unsatisfactory. 


MR. GORDON'S APPLICATION. 
Mr. Gordon in appearing before 
the 


Attorney General prefaced his 
Mjrbul 


petition with the statement that he was 
there to defend the rights of the Com- 
monwealth and "protect the public from 
being openly cheated by the Standard Oil 
Company, of whicn the Allantic Refining 
Company is part and parcel." 


Mr. Gordon also made the charge that 


Peter Lane, Jr., Edwards'predecessor in 
office, had agreed to accept a salary of 
$1000 a year from tbe oil company; that 
he never inspected their oil and that he 
gave them the stencils with which he 
was supposed to put bis official guaran- 
tee as a county official upon the recep- 
tacles containing the oil, showing that 
che fluid h.iB passed a fire test of 110 de- 
grees, and that he permitted the com- 
pany to place the official stamp upon any- 
thing. 


SAYS NO RECORDS WERE KEPT. 
"Mr. Edwards found when 
he 
went 


into office," said Judge Gordon, "that 
it was conducted by a clcrlf, Samuel 
Stevenson, here present, and one Mr, 
Ryan, a deputy inspector, once em- 
ployed by the Atlantic Refining Company. 


"He 
found that no records had been 


kept by Inspector Lane, vouchers being 
used; that Mr. Lane never aid any work 
at his office; that tbe inspection stencils 
were given to employes of the refining 
company to use\as they chose. Mr. Stev- 
enson here would give out the stencils 
after receiving instructions by telephone 
from somewhere. 


"Lane received a salary of $4000 a year 


from tbe company, we are informed. 
In 


return he never inspected anything other 
than certain barrels—occasionally a car. 
He practically handed over the tools of 
his office to the Standard Oil Company 
or Atlantic Refining Company, as I shall 
prove when this case is presented in 
court." 


A letter partly setting forth the con- 


tents of a written petition that will bo 
filed later was read by Judge Gordon, 
,whlcb, in a word, stated that "the 
pioceedings in equity are being made in 
the name of the Commonwealth against 
the Atlantic Refining Company, 
its 


agents, servants and employes, to re- 
strain them from obstructing the oil in- 
spector from performing hie duties. Al- 
60 to restrain the said corporation from 
receiving, 
erasing 
and 
defacing tba 


brands of inspection placed by him upon 
any packages, barrels, cars, ships, etc., 
containing refined oil used as an illu- 
minant to pay tbe inspector the fees 
due him from the refining company." 


THE COMPANY OBJECTS. 


After Mr. Gordon had closed his open- 


ing remarks and was about to call Cap- 
tain Edwards as a witness, E.-W. Ma- 
gill, attorney for the refining company, 
objected to the proceeding until such 
time as Mr. Gordon should reduce the 
allegation!! in hia statement to writing. 
He further asked that they be sworn to 
by a responsible person and that be 
himself be allowed ten days in which to 
file an answer. The Attorney General 
then asked Mr. Magill to explain 
tbe 


point at issue. 
-"" 


Mr. Magiil replied that the inspection 


act had -.been passed thirty-two years 
ago aod that conditions bad so changed 
that it was impossible to apply the old 
law to tba business as it is conducted 
at present, particularly that part refer- 
ring to fees. 
Ha 
further said that for 


this reason an agreement had been made 
with the previous oil inspectors at the 
suggestion of the oil inpsector's attor- 
ney, and that Captain "Edwards had con- 
ducted negotiations with the company 
with this end in view for several months 
but that the negotiations had" failed. 


Mr. Magiil said that tbe bills as 


rendered by the oil inspector up to July 
1, if paid, wonld result in the 
oil in- 


spector receiving-tor his services from 
the Atlantic Ketinfng Company alone 
an annual sum equal to three times the 
salary of the President of the 
United 


States. 


J. W. Daniels, salesman for the At • 


lantlo Refining Company said after the 
hearing: 


"All of the fraud charges made by 


Judge Gordon were put in the administra- 
tion of Peter Lane, Jr., whom he does 
not represent and who ia not on trial. 
Th»_only legitimate object in bringing 
in the ex-oil inspector would be to show, 
that ha was paid a lump sum in lieu 
or fees. This point ia so unimportant 
that I BH inclined to think Judge Gor- 
don introduced the subject for political 
reasons." 


DAVID H. LANE'S STATEMENT. 
The law upon whioh the oil inspector 


acts proved a stumbling block for In- 
spector Lane when be went into office, 
and he, represented by Ormond Bam bo, 
instituted .proceedings; such 
as Judge 


Gordon has now taken up in behalf of 
Captain Edwards. 


"This sail," said David B. Lane, "re- 


sulted in a compromise, the basis of 
which was the agreement between my 
brother and the oil company that tbe for- 
mer should be paid $1000 annually. 
His 


lawyer advised him to accept it, saying 
that it -was impossible for him to collect 
under tbe old law. My brother em- 
ployed two assistants and got about $1600 
a year for himself out of the job. 
. "His removal and the appointment of 
Edwards in his stead was a political move 
by Van Valkanburg. Last March, when 
he was trying to capture tbe City Com- 
mittee, he told me to get off tbe com- 
mittee and make room for one of his own 
men, saying that if I did not do this he 
would remove Peter. I refused, and the 
next day my brother was removed." 


. PROVISIONS OF THE LAW. 


Tbe law gays that the inspector shall 


collect seven cents per "package" of oil 
in lots in which there are fifty package* 
or more, and provides a graduating scale 
for packages in loti of lew than that 


number. 
The quantity the "package" 


shall contain is not specified. Captain 
Edwards, the oil company says, baa at- 
tempted to collect seven cents for "each 
package"—tne package being & gallon 
can which sells for teu cents. 
Mr. Lane 


did not attempt to do this. 
Nor did he 


receive a fixed salary. 
Instead, he and 


the oil company agreed on an "inter- 
pretation of the lav*." Captain Edwards 
has collected his fee—$1 for tho inspec- 
tion of each car is provided when the oil 
is inpseotedio carload lots—at tho works 
at Point Breezo. 
Again, when the oil 


has been shipped from Point Breeze to 
Port Richmond, he has, the oil com- 
pany officials soy, attempted to collect 
a fee for relnspection there.

ID the midst of inch surroundings one's, 
thoughts naturally rebelled against man's 
attempt to Imitate that which is beau- 
tiful. 
Here, where all is peaceful and 


lovely, we could not help but fed mourn- 
ful for those who spent their lives in the 
tumult of the crowded cities, where no 
ve.stige of natural beauty is seen. 
The cold, heartless city, with its forms 
And dull routine; its artifice 1 manners 


be known as the Palisades of the Dela- 
ware. 


< From the banks of the canal there is a 
bheer wall of 
rocks that tower to the 


height of 350 feet; more than twice as 
high as the standplpe at the Briteol wat- 
er works.

the Wonderful Corn Growing M»grt« 


of tlie Ztini Iiidinn*. 


The medicine men among tbe Zunl 


Indians peifoim a feat at the annual 
"corn festival" which surpasses the 
famous mango glowing trick of the 
Hindoo 
Many scientists have been 


piescnt to witness this strange cere- 
nionv, but have never been .able to 
fathom the mystery of it 


In front of the southern opening of 


the medicine lodge a large square of 
clean yellow sand, carefully smoothed 
and packed, is spread. With a ceremo- 
nial arrow figures representing the 
Great Spirit, the earth, sun, sky and 
rain are drawn 
Theie are also the 


i\mbols of the corn and a bountiful 
lu \pst The Indentations made by the 
uiotr aie then filled in with pigments, 
blue for the sky and clouds, black for 
the earth and chrome yellow for the 
har\est The middle of the square Is 
left vacant This picture in sand paint- 
ing is a most pleasing specimen of bar- 
baric art 


The hour for tbe ceremony arrives, 


and at the right moment tbe medicine 
man comes forth from his lodge and 
takes a seat in tbe opening of the 
lodge, fpomg the sand square. The 
warriors and chiefs arrange them- 
selves around the square according to 
rank- The ceremonial pipe is then filled 
and lighted, and the medicine man 
blows one puff in each direction of the 
compass and two to the heavens. He 
then makes an address, going over the 
past history of the tribe and the kind- 
ness of the Great Spirit and his care. 
He concludes with a prayer for the 
continuance of this favor. 


The gieat moment has arrived. With 


impressive solemnity tbe medicine man 
thrusts the sacred arrow into the sand, 
withdraws it and places a grain of corn 
into the hole thus made. Carefully 
smoothing the sand over it, he resumes 
bis seat, while the assembled chiefs 
smoke ilieii pipes to stolid silence. If 
the Great Spirit condescends to answer 
the prayer of the medlcjne man—and 
he geneially does—the corn will spoilt 
and send up a shoot. After an Interval 
of fifteen or twenty minutes tbe sand 
stems disturbed at the spot where the 
grain of corn was planted, and soon 
the slender gi eeu blades of the sprout- 
ing corn are seen above the surface. 
The plant continues to grow rapidly 
and naturally during the day, and by 
the next sunrise the silk and tassels 
appear 
By noon the stalk and ear 


have reached fall maturity and the 
ripening begins. Finally the blades 
and busks turn yellow and rattle when 
the wind shakes thorn. All this, we 
must bear hi mind, has been dona in 
thirty-six hours. OB tbe morning of the 
second day the corn growing Is com- 
plete 
The medicine man now ad- 


dresses the watchers who In company 
with him have watched tbe plant grow, 
for it Is never left alone. With ecpro- 
prlate ceremonies be symbolizes the 
harvest by stripping tbe ear from t3»e 
husks and placing the corn In big bag 
for future use. The stalk is pulled up 
by tbe roots and hung over the door of 
the lodge.—New York Herald.
